Encourage Children to Read

Vv’E parents want our school-age 
children to read good book s the year 
nr und. In winter many of them are 
no 
bupy with 
their school assign- 
nients and activities that they don’t 
seem to have much time to read for 
fun. In summer when most children, 
especially those under fourteen or 
fKteen, have hours and hours of 
leisure time, they probably don’t 
read as much as they did during the 
school term. 
They don’t have dur­ 
ing summer the stimulation by the 
school book clubs, 
the school librar- 
i n and the teacher. Fortunate arc 
the children whose parents inspire 
them to read much during the sum­ 
mer vacation. 
With more 
dangers and ex cite­ 
ment during summer, tots from two 
to six need to hear more reading 
than most do, to 
quiet them and 
render them safer and happier, 
i me parents who have older chil­ 
dren and a preschool child may be 
able to induce the older children 
to 
rea l to the 
younger. Such reading 
by the older 
to the younger helps 
the reading child grow in reading 
sk ill f no better ex ercise for the poor 
reader) and the young listener to 
gain wholesome 
satisfaction. The 
relationships 
between the older and 
’• 
nger are thereby improved. 


Pick s Out Book s 
I*';; wonderful when 
the older 
rhii'i tak es the younger 
to the public 
l i b r a r y to pick out book s each will 
lik e. It is still more wonderful when 
the mother, being 
welcome, goes 
along with them. 
Some mothers of 
children from six to twelve often 
go companionably with these chil­ 
dren to the public library and to 
pood book stores. Even if the family 
livet on the farm or in a village dis- 
p tant from a public library, a trip 


to the library at the county seat 
n r 
larger city within reach could ba 
made a happy and profitable ex ­ 
perience. Always the librarian is 
glad to show book s to parents and 
their children, which she k nows they 
will lik e and find desirable. Also 
the mother and these children might 
enjoy visiting a good book store or 
the book section of a department 
store. Most such book selling plares 
have in charge a very able person 
who k nows all about book s. 
Favorable to good home reading 
by children is a rest-period pro­ 
gram each afternoon during the 
summer, when even a radio is not 
allowed. I t’s wonderful, too, when 
the father and mother enjoy list­ 
ening to their child tell of the book 
he has just read. What could better 
stimulate him to read more? Be­ 
sides, it ex ercises him in gaining 
ease and force at speak ing and cul­ 
tivates a happy, appreciative re­ 
lationship between him and his 
parents. 
Children who have enjoyed good 
book s during their earlier years are 
more disposed on this account to go 
on reading good book s for pleasure 
as they grow older. Much as we wish 
our children to read more during 
the summer, we don’t desire to de­ 
feat our purpose. If we parents 
harp on the matter too much we can 
cause them to read less. As with 
the younger child, we encourage 
more reading by the older children 
.through our quiet persuasiveness 
; and appreciation.

HOW well tho child’s speech has 
been developed by the time he enters 
school will bear a close relation to 
his success at school. The child who 
has 
infantile 
speech 
is 
greatly 
handicapped. If he talks as many 
other children talV at two or three, 
other children will notice his speech 
and tend to treat hint as a child 
much younger than he is. Surely 
the teacher will consider him eery 
immature. 
Nearly always this youngster has 
been a mama’s child, as dependent 
on her as if he were only two or 
three. His parents and relatives 
may have treated hia baby-like ex* 
preunion* as ‘'cute,” even repeating 
them after him or talking to him 
as he talks to them. He usually has 
not played freely with other chil­ 
dren of his age. lf he has had play­ 
m ates they probably have been older 
or younger than he it. Whereas the 
young child who mingles almost 
■solely with adults may be advanced 
in speech (especially in vocabulary 
and good gram m ar), some children 
under these conditions may speak 
in a very babyish fashion.

Samples of such difficulties 
are d for g, t for e, ch for c,, b for 
v If these children have not gradu* 
ally overcome these difffeultiea be 
fore entering school they are bandi 
capped, ainee such speech errors 
class them as infantile. 
If your child, about to enter 
school, baa some auth speech diffl 
culties d on t get panicky and try to 
make him over all at once. If you 
do you will make him selfconscious 
and cause him to appear more in 
fantile than he has appeared up to 
wow. Plan a slow, patient program. 
Hold yourself to speak more dis­ 
tinctly in hfa presence. O ft-n read 
to him, especially from nursery 


rhymes that contain these trouble, 
some sounds. (My bullit ins. “The 
Young Child's .Speech,” and “ Your 
Child and His P la y m a te ” may be 
had m a stamped e nvelope sent me 
In care of this paper). 
Correct Sound 
* 
Occasionally you should say the 
correct sound after him nonchal* 
a n ti/ but not Insist then that he re­ 
peat after you. But to succeed you 
must use infinite patience, tact and 
wisdom in order to make him want 
to cooperate with you. Hatter not 
try to correct hint when others are 
present or when he is earnestly tell­ 
ing you something. 
Indeed, you 
should never interrupt him or break 
in on his sentence. When you feel 
very calm and affectionate toward 
him and he good-natured, gently re. 
peat clearly the correct sound or 
word, at the end of his sentence or 
remarks. Show strong pleasure as 
he succeeds, but no di^appointmbht 
as he fails. You **ven might induce 
him to look into a mirror at your 
mouth and his as you and he in 
kind of game make those sounds 
which are hard for hun. 
You will do most to cause this 
child to want to speak distinctly as 
you help him grow more st lf reliant 
physically and emotionally. A mark 
of this growth will la* his increas­ 
ing enjoyment with other children 
of his age. 
In case he stutters (not a mark of 
infantilism ), you should not stop 
him or correct him hut work chiefly 
on yourself to create n very serene 
and comfortable 
atmosphere for 
him. Also you should plan a calmer 
program for him. It is fortunate if 
this child has a very serene, patient, 
sympathetic teacher who in turn 
has the help of a s|»ecch expert at 
school.

Also 
the mother and these children might 
enjoy visiting a good bookstore or 
th* book section of a departm ent 
store. Moat such bookselling places 
have In charge a very able person 
who knows all about books. 
Favorable to good horns reading 
by children is a rest-period pro­ 
gram each afternoon during th* 
summer, when even a radio is not 
allowed. I t’* wonderful, too, when 
the father and mother enjoy list­ 
ening to their child tell of th# book 
he has just read. W hat could better 
stimulate him to read more? Be­ 
sides, it exercises him in gaining 
ease and force at speaking and cul­ 
tivates a happy, appreciative re­ 
lationship between him and his 
parents.
